Of  the  Trustees  of  the  1 ruusylvania 
University,  to  the  PuhlicL 

Trunsvlvania  Uaiversity,  Lcslr.jt'^n. 

THE  Truftets  of  the  I ranlylva- 
nia  Univerfity,  are  happy  to  an- 
nounce to  the  public,  the  profperous 
condition  of  the  Seminary  commit- 
ted to  their  dire6lion.  It  is  alfo 
with  uncommon  fatisfaflion,  they 
inform  the  public,  that  they  have 
procured  an  Apparatus  for  Experi- 
mental Philofophy.  Mod  of  the  ar- 
ticles, fuch  as  could  be  procured 
in  America,  have  already  come  for- 
waid,  ami  are  of  a fuperior  quality. 
V A few  articles,  luch  as  an  Orrery, 

‘ ttc.  which  could  not  be  procured  in 
"the  Atlantic  Slates,  the  Trullees 
have  fent  to  Europe  for,  and  expedl 
them  with  the  fall  arrivals.  When 
thele  come  to  hand,  the  apparatus 
may  lie  confidered  complete. 

To  the  apparatus  hitherto  ufual 
at  feminanes  of  learning,  the  Truf- 
llees  have  thought  proper  to  add  the 
elfential  pairs  of  a chemical  apparat- 
us, together  with  a galvanic  batte- 
ry. I he  library,  which  formerly 
confifted  of  about  1300  volumes,  has 
alfo  received  an  addition  of  fome  of 
the  latell  and  moft;  ufeful  publica- 
tions on  various  fubjefls. 

The  Truftees,  deeply  imprelled 
with  the  necelT’ty  of  having  the 
means  of  inflrudUon  in  the  Weftern 
country,  have  made  the  foregoing 
arrangements  ; and  have  e.xerted. 
themielves  to  the  utmoR  of  their 
funds  ; and  are  now  happy  in  alTur- 
ing  the  publick,  that  it  is  their  opin- 
ion, that  a liberal  education  can  be 
obtained  in  this  Rate  with  as  much 
facility  and  certainly  as  any  where 
elfe  in  America,  and  certainly  with 

much  lefs  expence. 

The  tRabhlhment  of  the  Univer- 
fiiy,  confiRs  of  a I’reliJcnt,  and  two 
Profeflbrs;  and  the  Frenth  Lan- 
guage will  continue  to  be  taught,  lo 
t long  as  a fuitableperfon  can  bepro- 
' cured,  for  the  accommodation  of

The  TruRees  thought  it  their 
duty,  to  give  the  public  at  large

They  do  fincerely  lament 
that  this  mode  of  education,  fo  gen- 
erally prevails  i and  do  earneRly  re- 
commend, that  the  plan  of  education 
be  greatly  enlarged.  But  when 
^ ■ young  men  are  fent  to  the  Univerfi- 
\y,  defigning  dnlv  a partial  courfe  of 
Rudy,  they  (houl'd  be  fent,  if  polTible, 
>t  the  commencement  of  the  fpring 
fefiion,  as  the  junior  clafs  in  the 
Univerfity,  will  be  Rudying  the 
mathematics  during  the  fummer, 
whereas  their  winters  will  be  devo- 
ted to  philofophy. 

The  fpring  feffion  commences  on 
the  firR  Monday  in  May,  and  the 
fall  feflion  the  firR  Monday  in  No- 
vember and  great  care  fliould  be 
taken  that  all  theRudents  be  prefent 
, at  the  Very  beginning  of  the  term  : 
a few  days  abfence  will  fubje£l  them 
to  confiderable  lofs,  and  the  Pro- 
felfors  to  great  inconveniences. 

NoRudtnt  can  be  admitted  into 
the  Univerfity,  until  he  has  produced 
a fatisfaiSlory  certificate  of  hU  good 
moral  condu6l. 

To  thofe  who  are  only 
partial  courfe  of  education,  fuch  a 
certificate  (liall  be  given,  when  they 
leave  the  Univerfity,  as  their  pro- 
grefs  fliall  juRifv,  figned  by  the 
Prefident. 

The  courfe  of  Rudy  purfued  at 
the  Univerfity  by  thofC  Who  aim  at 
u libel  al  education,  and  feeking  de- 
grees, is  as  follows  i Virgil,  Horace, 
Cicero,  Xenophon,  and  Homer 
Geography,  I.ogic,  Algebra,  Geom- 
etry, Surveying,  Navigation,  Conic 
Sections,  Natural  PhilofophJ', 
ChemiRry,  Afironomy,  Chronology, 
and  the  general  principles  of  Hifto 
ry.

But  the  regular  method  of  ob- 
taining a gratis  Randing,  fliall  be  as 
follows  : a certificate,  figned  by  two 
of  the  juRices  of  the  peace,  for  the 
county  in  wbith  the  applicant  has 
refided  for  the  laR  twelve  months, 
muR  be  produced  to  the  chairman  of 
the  Randing  committee,  certifying 
that  the  applicant  has  a good  moral 
charadler,  and  that  his  circumflan- 
ces,  or  that  of  his  parents  or  guar- 
dians, if  he  has  any,  are  fuch  as  c.tn- 
iiot  afford  him  all  the  fupport  which 
is  iieceRary  in  going  through  a libe- 
ral courfe  of  education — the  appli- 
cant fliall  then  appear  before  the  Fa- 
culty, who,  upon  examination  on  the 
progrefs  which  he  has  already  jnade 
in  any  branches  of  learning,  are  to 
judge  of  his  talents  ; and  if  upon 
examination,  fatisfaflion  is  given, 
he  may  be  received. 

It  is  alfo  determined,  that  Rudents 
thus  received,  fliall  in  every  other  re- 
fpeiR,  be  under  the  fame  regulations, 
and  enjoy  the  fame  privileges  with 
the  other  Rudents,  and  may  continue 
in  the  Univerfity'  on  this  footing  for 
two  years — It  being  alvvays  under- 
Rood,  that  if  any  gratis  Rudent  diSes 
not  make  Iiis  appearance  in  the 
courfe  of  a month  after  the  begin- 
ning of  a feflion,  his  place  is  vaca- 
ted, except  he  has  been  detained  by 
fteknefs. 

The  (number  of  Rudents  thus  ad- 
mitted, fliall  not  exceed  one  for  eve- 
ry fifteen  who  are  admitted  in  the 
common  r.ietliod,  until  the  whole 
number  of  the  Rudents  in  the  Uni- 
verfity  fliall  be  113—  fVhen  this 
number  is  made  up,  the  propoi  tions 
between  the  gratis  and  other  Ru- 
dents may  if  nece{Tary,be  as  i to  to. 

Finally,  the  Trullees  will  acknow- 
ledge with  due  fentiinents,  their  ob- 
ligations to  tliofe  authors  v;ho  may 
furnifli  the  Univerfity  with  a copy 
of  their  works  ; and  to  every  inven- 
tor or  improver  of  an  ufeful  ma- 
chine, who  may  beRovvon  it  a model 
and  explanation  of  his  invention  or 
improvement.

very  extenfive  refources.  The  com- 
bined army  with  which  he  and  Gen. 
Eaton  fet  out  on  their  career  of 
conqueR,  did  not  exceed  three  hun- 
dred men.  Eaton’s  little  band  eon- 
fiRed  of  about  ten  Americans, and  a- 
bout  forty  Greeks,  who  had  been 
fliipwrecked  oil  ihecoaRof  Alexan- 
dria ; the  Ex-Bafliaw’s  army  w'as 
compofed  of  not  more  that  two  huit- 
dred  and  fifty'  I’oldiers. — The  two 
generals  thougli  they  a6\ed  in  con 
cert,  had  the  cxclulive  command  of 
their  own  army.  They  left  Egypt 
about  the  early  part  of  April;  crof- 
fed  the  defert  of  Barca,  in  the  inidR 
of  aRonifliing  difficulties  and  arri- 
ved in  the  latter  end  of  April  be- 
fore Derne,  on  the  frontiers  of  Tri 
poli  ; and  on  the  fea  coaR  longitude 
zz,  45,  E.  latitude  3Z,  55,  N.  It 
was  defended  by  an  army  of  five  or 
fix  hundred  Arabs. — Not  deterred, 
however,  by  the  difficulties  of  the 
undertaking,  the  Ex-Bafliaw  and  Ea 
ton  on  the  zyth  of  April  attacked 
the  town  m dlflerent  quarters  at 
the  fame  time,  -whilR  Capt.  Hull  in 
the  Argus,  Capt.  Dent  in  thfcUau 
tills,  and  Lieut.  Evans  of  the  Wr 
net  bomb  ketch,  played  off  on  the 
fea  fide  agaiiiRthe  only  fort,  which 
defended  the  town. — Derne  was 
captured. 

This  viClory  was,  however,  fuc- 
ceeded  by  a fecond  aiSlion.  The  Ra- 
fliaw  of  Tripoli  having  had  intelli- 
gence of  the  march  of  the  enemy, 
had  difpatched  about  two  thoufand 
Arabs  to  the  defence  of  Derne,  un- 
der an  expeclation  that  they  would 
arrive  there  before  the  enemy 


They  did  not,  however,  arrive  until 
two  Jays  after  Derne  was  taken. 

On  the  15th  of  May,  a battle 
was  fought  between  the  forces  of 
Sidi  Haraet  and  thofe  of  the  reign- 
ing Bafliaw'.  For  a long  time,  the 
viiRory  was  doubtful,  but  at  length 
Hainet’s  troops  was  forced  to  give 
way.  The  enemy  purfued  them  in 
to  the  tow.n,  until  Gen.  Eaton,  ve- 
ry judicioully  turned  the  guns  of 
the  fort  where  he  was  Rationed,  up- 
on the  Bafliaw’s  trdojjs,  and  compel- 
them  to  retreat  in  a moR  diforderly 
manner,  and  under  the  dellrtitlive 
fire  of  the  American  vefLls  in 
the  harbor.  It  was  expedled  by 
Gen.  Eaton,  when  he  reached 
Derne,  that  he  fliould  receive  a

Tripoli  had  been  alarmed  for  the 
proTperity  of  his  dominion  ; hiscrui- 
fers  were  blocked  up  in  his  har- 
bours by  the  American  ftjuadron  : 
his  treafury  liad  been  drained  of 
no  lefs  ihon  4 or  Joo,ooo  dollars 
or  carrying  on  the  vvar  ; But  y 
a more  ferious  caufe  of  alarm  1 
feized  upon  him.  He  trembled 
the  very  fafety  of  hts  dominions. 
Derne  had  been  captured  ; an  army 
of  zooo  (nori  had  been  defeated  by 
an  invading  enemy’.  Had^  he  been 
able  to  afeertain  the  precife  number 
of  that  army,  he  might  perhaps  have 
learned  todelpife  tlieir  power.  But 
it  was  the  intereR  of  the  bey  of 
Derne  to  juRify  his  own  cowardice 
by  exagerating  the  force  of  his  op- 
ponents. He  had  multiplied  ^Iv 
mount  and  magnified  the  valo 
the  American  forces,  and  to  the 
prehenfive  imagination  of  the  B 
fliaw,  there  feemed  to  be  an  army 
hovering  over  the  very  capital  of 
his  dominions.  Our  informants  are 
not  certain  whether  he  liad  gone  lo 
far  as  to  adopt  any  ultimate  precau 
tion  for  his  fafety.  Tht^  do  not 
recolledb  to  have  heard  that  any  me 
naces  had  been  thrown  out  that  the 
moment  of  Gen.  Eaton’s  approach 
fliould  become  the  fignal  ol  death 
not  only  to  the  American,  but  to  a 
tlie  chriRian  captives.  But  they 
recollett  to  have  received  lome  in- 
formation from  Mr.  Cowdry  that 
the  BaRiaw  had  colleacd  together 
all  the  jewels  and  his  women,  and 
that  he  intended  in  cale  of  the  moR 
urgent  danger  to  retire  with 
merican  captives  into  the  def< 
Barca.  By  no  feries  of  events 
therefore  that  were  likely  to  hap- 
pen, would  fo  awful  an  alarm  have 
been  Rruk  into  tlie  heart  of  the  Ba- 
fliaw,  and  at  no  other  period  w'rultl 
he  be  fo  much  difpofej  to  enter  in- 
to a fair  and  favourable  treaty.
